whether they are worth while? I suppose Syracusan coins, for ex- 
ample, are rére and expensive; -- decadrachms I mean; -- and good 
reproductions might be useful. 


No, I have not seen Seltman's new volume. Is it so new that 
this 1s excusable? The library here is poor in archaeological 
books, as is natural; no work in archaeolosy has hitherto been 
done here. In periédicals, nevertheless, we are very well off.
